DEFENSE WASTE OF NATURAL RESOURCES CAN BE AVOIDED SAYS CONSERVATIONIST 


By Frederic C. Walcott 
President of the American Wildlife 
Institute 


To those of you, who have ex­ 
perienced the wanton squandering 
of our natural resources brought 
by ether periods of national emer­ 
gency, this is 
a 
reminder. 
To 
thAse who do not know from ex­ 
perience what irreparable damage 
can be inflected on our basic na­ 
tural resources by hysterical waste 
during times of stiess, this is 
a 
warning. A warning not to care­ 
lessly under nine the foundations 
upon which pur counti.y is built 
—the nation’s natural resources— 
with a su igestion how 
we 
can 
avoid needle ss waste. 
In the first place, let it be clear­ 
ly understood that never in its his­ 
tory has depletion of this country’s 
essential natural resources been s<> 
imminent. 
To 
better 
understand 
what 


As the pioneers 
moved 
west­ 
ward, their cultivation of the soil 
exposed ever-widening areas 
to 
wind and rain. 
Millions of acres 
once covered with fertile soil were 
stripped 
to sterile 
clay. 
The 
climax of this era of despoliation 
of an indispensable source of our 
sustenance was 
reached 
during 
tne last World War. 
Nations in Europe were starv­ 
ing. 
The price oi wheat mounted 
to unprecedented heights. Perhaps 
with the kindliest of motives—to 
ieed 
the 
star\ ¡ng 
peoples 
of 
Euiope—or, perhaps for 
purely 
mercenary reasons—to cash in on 
the high prices of wheat—short­ 
sighted, or misguided, individual 
planted to wheat acres and acres 
of ground normally unfit to raise 
any kind 
of 
grain. 
By 
some 
strange quirk of nature these un­ 
fit lands did produce crops lor a 
time—but at what a cost! 
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Soil erosion—the eating away of the land which, with water and 
air, is the source of all sustenance.

might happen today, let us con­ 
sider what has happened in other 
days. 
In the matter of our soil, 
for instance, let us turn back the 
calendar some 22 years to see how 
hysteria during a critical period 
helped create a cancerous growth 
in the very heart of our country 
from which we are not yet fully 
recovered. I refer to the damage 
done to our land by erosion—soil 
erosfon, the eating away of 
the 
land which, with water and air, 
is the source of all sustenance. 
Every 
schoolboy 
knows, 
of 
course, that when the first settlers 
came to this bountiful new world 
they found a land of unsurpassed 
natural wealth. Dense forests and 
lush prairies stretched almost the 
entire length and breadth of this 
country. 
Almost everywhere the 
soil lay deep and fertile. 
Wher­ 
ever the settlers went they turn­ 
ed the rich earth for 
a 
living. 
Their plows turned the virgin sod, 
their axes cleared the mantle of 
protective trees and undergrowth. 
Truly it may be said that our fore­ 
fathers built this country as much 
upon its basic natural 
resources 
as upon their firm determination 
to create a new nation where all 
might live in equality, justice and 
freedom. 


j 
Stripped 
of 
t h e 
protective 
grasses that had held them 
to­ 
gether, these lands joined the mil- 
1 lions of other acres that had been 
pulverized. 
So was the stage set 
for one of the greatest tragedies 
of 
modern 
t i m e s . 
Disastrous 
droughts turned 
the 
pulverized 
soil into fine sand, to be 
blown 
like the shifting 
dunes 
of 
the 
Sahara. 
Thus was born the dust 
bowl—an open sore in the body of 
what had once been the healthiest, 
strongest country the world has 
known. 
The 
cancerous 
growth 
drove thousands of fine American 
families from their homes, created 
a migratory class comparable to 
those that wander 
Europe 
and 
Asia in search of sustenance. 
The ugly sore of erosion is still 
receiving expert medical attention, 
but it is still an ugly wound—a 
wound of war, which might have 
been avoided, certainly would not 
have been so severe, had we not 
bepn so reckless of our lands in a 
time of stress. 
Can that happen 
to 
our soil 
again? 
We are once more facing 
a national emergency, once again 
we may be called upon to feed a 
war-deprived world. 
Today the reserve stocks in this 
country include five hundred mil- 


ilion bushels of corn; two hundred 
million bushels of wheat; large 
reserves of many other foodstuffs 
and commodities—at least enough 
to take care of our 
own 
needs 
¡even in times of emergency. But, 
we are told by some eminent hu­ 
m anitarians that 
» any 
of 
the 
people of Europe are today fac­ 
ing starvation if we do not feed 
them. If the big heart of America 
feels impelled to feed the world, 
there is no telling where it will 
end—nor how much serious dam­ 
age will again be done to our soil 
by unwise cultivation, if we do not 
guard against misuse of the land. 
I do not think any 
American 
would tolerate the starvation of 
any woman, child or noncombat­ 
ant—regardles sof creed, race or 
nationality—so long as we have 
a crust to share. 
That is not the 
American way. But, by the same 
token, we must save our basic re­ 
sources—the very elements which 
make us an enormous breadbasket 
for less 
fortunate 
countries—to 
be used in the future, both 
for 
ourselves and the 
rest 
of 
the 
world. 
That principle, too, has 
become a part of the 
American 
way! 
During the last great 
national 
emergency, the soil was not the 


only basic natural resource that 
was squandered. 
Our 
fish 
re­ 
sources, 
for 
instance, 
suffered 
heavily. 
Canned fish provides a 
light, compact, and very nourish­ 
ing source of food. 
Its consump­ 
tion increased tremendously. 
Let 
us see just how 
this 
increased 
consumption, both before and after 
we entered the last war, affected 
our fish resources. 
Let us con­ 
sider salmon, for instance. 
Dur­ 
ing the five years preceding the 
last World War, the Alaska sal­ 
mon catch averaged 
about 
five 
million cases a year. During 1917 
and 1918 it jumped to eight mil­ 
lion cases annually—an increase 
of 60 per cent. 
The 
effects 
of 
such overfishing were felt in a 
steady three-year decline until in 
1921 the catch was barely more 
than three and one-half 
million 
cases a year. 
During 
the 
same 
emergency 
period—that is in 1917 and 1918— 
the catch of tuna rose 77 per cent 
over the five years preceding five 
years. 
The California sardine is 
still feebly struggling to recover 
from the blow it received when 
wartime consumption jumped one 
thousand, one hundred and thirty 
per cent over 
the 
normal 
five 
years preceding the last great na­ 
tional emergency. 
Those are just a few of the sta­ 
tistics of the waste during the last 
period of national stress, which is 
comparable to the days we 
now 
face. 
There is, of 
course, 
another 
phase of the despoliation of our 
fish resources 
which 
does 
not 
readily lend itself to cold figures. 
I refer to the damage 
done 
by 
pollution—the poisoning 
of 
our 
waters. 
In carrying out the “Prepared­ 
ness Program,” which 
preceded 
our entrance into the last World 
War, and during that war itself 
thousands of factories were erect­ 
ed along once fine clean bodies of 


! water, which 
furnished 
either 
water power or easy disposition 
of waste—sometimes both. These 
factories poured pollutants 
into 
the water, poisoning it to the point 
where no living thing could exist. 
Much of this pollution was 
un­ 
necessary, even in times of grave 
emergency. 
One needs only to 
consider that thousands 
of 
new 
plants probably will be needed to 
carry out 
our 
present 
Defense 
Program to realize that we 
are 
again facing further despoliation 
of our waters by needless pollu­ 
tion. 
| 
I have conferred at great length 
with those whose primary inter­ 
est in conservation centers around 
the preservation and wise use of 
our forest resources. 
These peo­ 
ple are 
deeply 
alarmed — and 
rightfully so, if a certain instance 
on the Pacific Coast is any indi­ 
cation of what lies in store. 
This particular instance 
con­ 
cerns the National Park, which is 
covered with virgin 
stands 
of 
spruce. 
This spruce is much in 
demand for certain activities in 
our national defense preparation. 
The addition of new lands adjoin­ 
ing this park has already 
been 
authorized. These new lands also 
contain some spruce. 
Needless to say, the 
price 
of 
spruce has risen sharply under the 
heavy demand and certain com­ 
mercial interests, apparently seek­ 
ing to each in on the high market, 
are moving heaven and earth to 
obtain permission to cut in 
the 
new lands being added to the Na­ 
tional Park—in fact would like to 
cut out the old area of the park. 
Those who are in close touch with 
the situation tell me there is no 
reason for cutting the timber in 
this national park and its new ad­ 
ditions, excepting to cash in on 
the rising market! 
They tell me 
there is enough spruce for national 
defense needs available elsewhere, 
but, nevertheless, those who seek 


I to spoil this virgin timber in this 
j forest sanctuary have gone so far 
in their efforts as to charge 
the 
Government Department 
admin- 
! ¡storing the affairs of 
the 
park 
with 
obstructing 
national 
de- 
jfense! 
I do not think the efforts to de­ 
spoil 
that 
particular 
National 
Park will be successful, but other 
attempts just as wasteiul, just as 
selfish, may be, ii we are not care­ 
ful. 
Those more conversant with our 
forestry problems then I, tell me 
that our every defense need can 
be met without overeutting, with- 
; out unsound practices that will 
j jeopardize our capital 
stock 
of 
timber. This, they say, can be ac­ 
complished by careful 
planning, 
which certainly should be done to 
protect our future supply of timT 
ber. 
I 
Many are, as I am, vitally inter- 
¡ested in our country’s wildlife— 
its birds and animals. 
What of 
them? Just this. We have learn­ 
ed, through years of experience, 
that bird and animal life is so de­ 
pendent upon proper use of our 
land, water and forests 
that 
it 
cannot exist under abnormal con­ 
ditions. 
It would be difficult to 
estimate the indirect damage done 
¡to wildlife by erosion, by pollu­ 
tion, by the indiscriminate hack­ 
ing down of forests some twenty- 
three years ago. 
However much 
of the good done by the splendid 
! Wildlife restoration work of the 
, past fifteen or twenty years might 
be wiped out during the present 
emergency no man can say, but we 
do know that as the forests, waters 
and land suffer, so will the wild­ 
life that affords the recreation and 
| sport which is so essential a part 
| of our way of life. 
We must remember also, that in 
times of emergency, when we are 
prone to turn all our thoughts and 
energies to immediately pressing 
problems there is an inclination 
to forget the long-haul battle that 
is always with us. 
I 
mean 
by 
that simply that we must guard 
against curtailment of the bud­ 
gets necessary to carry 
on 
the 
work of preserving and restoring 
our natural 
resources. 
That, 
I 
know, is difficult at a time when 
money is so badly needed for the 
building of warships and 
tanks 


and air forces and all the 
com­ 
ponent parts of a great military 
and naval organization that will 
one day make us defensively the 
strongest nation in the world. But, 
we must remember that the money 
to properly administer our 
fish 
and wildlife, our soil and forest 
resources, is just as badly needed 
ii we are to continue in the Am­ 
erican Way. 
A battleship, or a 
plane, or a tank will ultimately 
become obsolete. 
A 
forest, 
or 
good soil, or a useful bird, never 
outlives its usefulness 
if 
it 
is 
properly used and administered. 
I will not stress the importance 
of the wise use of mineral or oil. 
There is a very good reason for 
this omission. It is not that these 
valuable resources should not be 
wisely used. 
It is because man 
has always been able to work out 
a substitute for these 
resources 
when their supply was threaten­ 
ed. Very fine ersatz oil is now 
being made from coal or lignite. 
We need tin for our defense ac­ 
tivities, and the regular sources of 
supply are none too dependable, 
for one reason or another. So, we 
are experimenting with a 
num­ 
ber of substitutes, and making ar­ 
rangements for other—and more 
dependable — sources of supply. 
And so ingenious 
man 
devises 
substitutes for practically all min­ 
eral resources, but 
no 
scientist 
has yet been able to 
devise 
a 
workable substitute for 
soil 
or 
water. 
No man alive 
has 
yet 
managed to create an ersatz duck 
or quail or rabbit. 
No man has 
ever developed a substitute for a 
tree, which is one of our most 
valuable 
growing 
natural 
re­ 
sources. 
Once we 
waste 
these 
precious necessities they are gone 
beyond the power 
of 
scientific 
substitution! 
There is, briefly, a 
picture of 
what may happen at any time in 
the immediate future, but paint­ 
ing a black picture such as that is 
not constructive. So, let us see if 
we can devise some 
means 
of 
safeguarding our resources dur­ 
ing this critical period. 
Let us 
see if we cannot get by without 
mortgaging our future. 
I can suggest only one 
plan 
which is big 
enough, 
compre­ 
hensive 
enough 
and 
effective 
enough to safeguard our resources 


at this time. 
It is this. We have 
a National Defense Advisory Com* 
mission, 
which 
advises 
those 
charged with administering 
our 
defense program how the needs of 
that program can be met. 
I sug­ 
gest a similar Federal commission 
to advise in the defense admin­ 
istration of our natural resources. 
I suggest a 
National 
Advisory 
Board for Conservation, appoint­ 
ed by The President, to 
advise 
how our natural resources can be 
used for defense needs without im­ 
periling the future supply. 
Such 
a 
Conservation 
Board 
would, for instance, pass on the 
matter of cutting the virgin tim ­ 
ber in the Olympic National Park, 
which I 
have 
mentioned. 
The 
Conservation Board would find out 
whether it was necessary to cut 
that particular supply of spruce to 
meet defense needs—and so ad­ 
vise those in charge of its admin­ 
istration. 
If 
the 
Conservation 
Board, after careful study, advised 
that the demand for spruce could! 
be met without cutting 
in 
th at 
paricular National Park, it would 
have to show where else the es­ 
sential wood could 
be 
obtained 
without inflicting lasting damage 
to the resource. If the Conserva­ 
tion Board found it was necessary 
to cut that particular spruce, they 
would be the highest advisory 
authority. 
Through 
s u c h 
an 
advisory 
board, our natural resources could 
be wisely administered, no matter 
how great the national emergency. 
Let us remember: that even the 
best of sportsmen, even the most 
sincere conservationist, is an even 
better American. 
We want our 
country to have a 
national 
de­ 
fense system so strong that no 
nation, or group of nations, will 
dare attack. 
We wish Uncle Sam 
to stand as a bulwark of strength 
in a world gone berserk, but, we 
also wish to safeguard the 
very 
things that have made us a na­ 
tion capable of such defense. Let 
us spare no effort to make our 
nation impregnable, let no sacri­ 
fice be too great to achieve na­ 
tional defense, but let us keep* 
America a land worth defending.

CHECK FURNACE 
FOR FIRE DANGER 
At this time of year the danger 
of fire in the home resulting from 
furnaces and boilers may be great­ 
ly reduced by the observation of a 
few simple rules,

which may be easily checked by 
simple vigilance is the overheat­ 
ing of im properly built chimney 
flues.

A Missouri Supreme Court ruling last Dec. 11 made 
it mandatory that burial societies come under State 
regulation or quit business. The bill just introduced 
by Senator L. N. Searcy of Eminence for such regula­ 
tion, however, is a sham. 
These societies are engaged in the insurance busi­ 
ness, as the Supreme Court recognized. 
So why 
should they not be regulated by the State Insurance 
Department instead of by a Burial Society Commis­ 
sioner, to be appointed by the Attorney General, as 
Searcy proposes? 
Why, furthermore, should they not be compelled 
to pay their claims in cash, instead of in the "mate­ 
rials and services" (at the undertaker's own valua­ 
tion) provided by the Searcy bill? Other insurance 
companies have to pay cash. 
The requirement for 
burial-society reserve funds is good, but why the re­ 
markably low lim it set for these funds in the bill? 
The answer to these questions is obvious: 
The 
burial societies, whose lobbyists were denounced as 
"vultures" by a veteran legislator two years ago, are: 
the sponsors of this bill. It is their interest, and the 
interest of the undertakers associated with them, that 
the bill is concerned about, not the interest of their 
million Missouri members, or policyholders. 
Burial societies, wth proper regulation, are a legi­ 
timate business. Lack of regulation in past years has 
I,m ade it possible for some of them to indulge in prac- 
♦ bees described by the Better Business Bureau and the 
- American Legion as a "funeral racket." W hat legis­ 
lator will introduce an ironclad measure to take the 
place of this Searcy sham, and protect jrhe money of 
the persons in the low-income group who join these 
societies.— St. Louis Post-Dispatch.— Adv.

Wc wish Uncle Sam

away, yet the 
hopeful 
predict 
th a t by the date m entioned, 
the 
Lend and Lease bill 
will 
have 
become a part of the law of the 
land. 
The Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Com m ittee di tinguished it­ 
self by vigor and prom ptness in 
passing the m easure along, with 
lim itations which keep expendi­ 
tu res w ithin the control of Con­ 
gress to a greater degree than the 
original text contem plated. 
Aid 
is to be given only to those n a­ 
tions which are attacked or 
in 
danger. 
It seems to most readers 
that 
the Lend-Lease bill has a strong 
flavor of the smoke of battle, but 
th e Com m ittee assures the Senate 
That it is not a w ar m easure. The 
report points out fir ther that ‘*the 
U nited States must jtrive in all 
w ays reasonably possible to stay 
at peace w ith all the world: and 
the United State* must, in its own 
interests, supply effective m ater­ 
ial aid to those countries 
whose 
defense is vital to our own 
de­ 
fense." 
G eneral opinion in W ashington 
is that the bill cannot fail to pass. 
Editorial com m ent perhaps is not 
quite so tem pered as it should be. 
The friends of the bill are "w ar­ 
m ongers”, a statem ent which is 
offset by the assurance that those 
who are inclined to let England 
pull her own chestnuts out of the 
fire are a “crew of conventional 
m ediocrities, dull and stupid when 
n ot m alicious.”

In time, one historian was led to 
conjecture that within

bridges over a major 
navigable 
stream that any place else in the 
world.” 
The Merchants’ 
bridge, 
built 
under the auspices of the 
Mer­ 
chants Exchange of St Louis for 
railroads only, is notable for its 
heavy tonnage and as a route for 
many famous passenger trains ot 
leading railroads. The plan for 
building the bridge was inaugur­ 
ated under the laws of the state 
of Illinois. 
An act of Congress, 
approved February 3, 1887, fifty- 
four years ago this 
week, 
and 
amended by

September 10. 1888. authorized the 
construction ot the bridge. 
Early 
in February 1887. one week after 
the first measure of approval by 
the government, 
engineer> 
and 
surveyors were engaged in locat­ 
ing a site for the bridge. 
A contract for the three main 
spans and 425 tcet of steel 
ap­ 
proach on each side was let to the 
Union bridge company

York which followed in detail the 
plans recommended by the engi­ 
neers.

stone from there to the top. 
Three spans bridge the river 
channel, all of steel and with a 
total length of 1,566.5 feet. These 
carry a

and will support a moving load of 
three tons to the linear foot, with 
extra provision for local strain. 
The entire structure, from the foot 
of the grade on the west, is prac­ 
tically two miles long. 
Although the Merchants’ bridge 
is not comparable 
to

plishment, its center span is about 
11 feet longer than the longest 
span in the famous Eads 
struc­ 
ture and in total length it is 733 
feet longer. 
By April. 1891, the bridge had 
connections with all railroads en­ 
tering East St. Louis. The freight 
yard facilities in St. Louis, pro­ 
vided for in connection with the 
bridge, made possible the loading 
and unloading of 350 cars daily.

A Missouri Supreme Court ruling last Dec. 1 1 made 
it mandatory that burial societies come under State 
regulation or quit business. The bill just introduced 
by Senator L. N. Searcy of Eminence for such regula-i 
tion, however, is a sham. 
These societies are engaged in the insurance busi­ 
ness, as the Supreme Court recognized. 
So why 
should they not be regulated by the State Insurance 
Department instead of by a Burial Society Commis­ 
sioner, to be appointed by the Attorney General, as 
Searcy proposes? 
Why, furthermore, should they not be compelled 
to pay their claims in cash, instead of in the "mate­ 
rials and services" (at the undertaker's own valua­ 
tion) provided by the Searcy bill? Other insurance 
companies have to pay cash. 
The requirement for| 
^'burial-society reserve funds is good, but why the re-! 
J'markably low limit set for these funds in the bill? 
The answer to these questions is obvious: 
The 
burial societies, whose lobbyists were denounced as 
"vultures" by a veteran legislator two years ago, arej 
the sponsors of this bill. It is their interest, and the 
interest of the undertakers associated with them, that 
the bill is concerned about, not the interest of their 
million Missouri members, or policyholders. 
Burial societies, wth proper regulation, are a legi­ 
timate business. Lack of regulation in past years hasi 
made it possible for some of them to indulge in prac­ 
tices described by the Better Business Bureau and the 
American Legion as o "funeral racket." What legis­ 
lator will introduce an ironclad measure to take the 
place of this Searcy sham, and protect the money of 
the persons in the low-income group who join these 
societies.— St. Louis Post-Dispatch.— Adv.
